FeLtow TownsMen: I have endeavored to be impartial 
in these remarks. Most of the schools, I think, have been 
very profitably conducted. Good order has been maintained in 
most of them. More can be accomplished towards sustaining 
order by enlightening the moral sentiment, and by a uniform 
course of firmness and candor, than by indecision and rashness. 
To be able to conduct a school successfully requires efficiency, 
as well as a combination of many good qualities. There are, 
at least, four qualifications which may be regarded indispen- 
‘sable to the acceptableness of a teacher—an unblemished moral 
character, adequate literary attainments, aptness to teach, and 
tact to govern. No teacher should presume to be a candidate 
for the office who is conscious of being deficient in any of these 
particulars. Besides these indispensables it is very desirable 
that a teacher should love children and be able to sympathize 
with them ; that they should be sensible of the responsability of 
the station; and that they should be intimately acquainted with 
human nature. There isa slight defect in the instruction of 
some of our schools in the want of thoroughness. This is ow- 
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ing partly to the idea that a pupil’s progress in his studies is to 
be measured by the amount gone over, and not by his under- 
standing the subject. Without thoroughness there can be no 
discipline of the mind. 

Parents should often visit their schools. This would have 
a tendency to encourage the teacher, and incite the scholars to 
greater diligence. Great caution should be taken in selecting 
men for prudential committees, because upon them depends the 
success of our schools. No man should be selected for that 
position unless he has an interest in school affairs. I think most 
of them have shown considerable interest the past year. 

Thanking you all for your co-operation in working for the 
good of our schools, and for the kindness and courtesy with 
which I have been received, I respectfully submit the foregoing.
